Baseball Club applied for permission 
to erect a refreshment booth at the 
Ball Park, This privilege was grant: 
upon condition that all debris wa. 
cleared up after each game. 

A payment was reported in conn 
tion with the arrears of taxes upon 
the Butler property, and it was decid- 
ed to withhold proceedings pending 
another payment within reasonable 
time. 

The Council decided to not do any- 
thing further in the matter of tree 
planting this year, as the time was 
considered to be getting rather late. 

An application from St. Michaels 
and All Angels Church for permission , 
to use the park grounds to hold their 
Annual Olde English Faire, was 
granted for June 26, 

A communication from Bennett, Han 
nah & Sandford, requesting consent of 
the Council to the transfer of the 
terms of the electric power franchise 
from the United Electric and Engin- 
eering Co. Ltd., to the Calgary Power 
Co., Ltd., was granted. 

This consent is required to be sub- 
mitted tq the Board of Utilities at Ed- 
monton, The Calgary Power Co. Ltd., 
have obtained all the shares in the 
United Electric Co., and the transfer 
fis merely a matter of form. 

Councillor Garrett was appointed 
Chairman of Town Property, 

The Secretary-Treasurer was auth- 
orised to proceed to collect the mint- 
mum school tax,

Yet at 32 he brought to completion, 
before any other engineer in the 
world, successful two-way telephone 
conversation from a moving train, 
having just previously perfected a 
carrier current system that has been 
installed on 25 per cent. of the Cana- 
dian National Telegraph lines and 
has proved to be the most revolution- 
ary telegraph development of the 
past quarter of a century. 

Mr. Burkholder, who was born at 
Philadelphia, was brought to Canada 
from the Bell Laboratories at New 
York by W. D. Robb, vice-president 
of the C.N.R., a little over a year 
ago, when things went wrong with 
the new carrier current with which 
the C.N. Telegraphs was experiment- 
ing. He worked under W, G. Barber, 
general manager, in laboratories de- 
veloped at Toronto, and when he was 
finished with that job both Mr, Bar- 
ber and Mr. Robb asked him to stay 
and tackle a new problem, that of 
telephony from trains. 

That was less than a year ago. 

“How many weeks ago were you 
sure that you had solved the problem 
of two-way speech from trains?” I 
asked, 

“T knew I could do it when I 
started,” was his quiet reply. 

Mr. Robb has been interested in 
the idea for years. He had heard | 
three years ago that Genman engin- 
eers were busy on the problem, and 
a year ago he went to Germany and 
was given a demonstration of a one- 
day conversation, He came back 
satisfied that the time was ripe for 
Canadian development, and it was 
then that the nut was given Mr. 
Burkholder to crack, 

Mr. Burkholder is not a college | 
graduate, although he holds no con-| 
tempt for college graduates, “It’s a} 
good place to go, if you work,” he 
said to me. “But so many don’t 
work,” He is an_ indefatigable} 
worker. In the last few weeks, while 
he has been bringing this latest in- 
vention to perfection, he has only 
snatched a few hours’ rest now and 
again. He was one of the engineers 
who worked out the picture trans- 
mission across the continent by wire 
at the time of Calvin Coolidge’s in- 
auguration, and he used to get up 
those days at three o'clock in the 
morning, take a taxi to the shed-like 
laboratories across from the Capitol, 
and work steadily at the task until 
midnight. This lasted for weeks, 

“The last holiday I had was seven 
years ago,” he replied when I asked 
him if he was going to take a rest 
now, 

“No, I'm going down to Boston,” 

He does not like to talk about his 
achievements, and passes off many 
inquiries with good-natured banter. 
“I took my father’s Ingersoll to 
pieces when I was a boy,” he replied 
when asked about an early scientific 
bent. But later on he consented to 
throw a little light on his education.

From the very first, Mr. Burk- 
holder was interested in carrier cur- 
rent, a sort of father of the radio 
telephone, He says he is not a radio 
expert, but a carrier current expert. 
But he agrees that the radio and the 
carrier current are very closely re- 
lated, 

His research has solved some odd 
problems. The old way of timing 
cheap watches was to hang them all 
up and check them up one an hour, 


! A good timer could strike the right 


adjustment of the regulator after 
three or four adjustments. The new 
way Burkholder and his associates 
developed made it possible to tune 
them in a minute, They amplified the 
“tick-tick” of the watch until it 
sounded like hammer blows on an 
anvil, They then produced a similar 
hammer blow from a_ chronometer 
which was keeping perfect time. 
When the two sets of blows came 
together, the cheap watch was run- 
ning in perfect time. 

He uses some graphic images when 
he talks. He was dismissing the 
theory that radio aerials bristling all 
over a city reduced the energy reach- 
ing the radio enthusiast on the other 
side of the city. “Nonsense,” he re- 
marked, “All the energy they ab- 
sorb wouldn’t equal that of a fly 
winking its eyelash.” 

His mind works like a lightning 
calculator. We were talking of the 
hum heard on long distance calls, and 
the possibility of a similar hum be- 
ing heard in train conversation. 
“We use as much power in sending 
speech from a train as, let me see’’-— 
his brows wrinkled for five seconds 
while he paused—‘as much energy 
as is used in long distance telephon- 
ing over 2,000 miles.” Heaven knows 
what intricate calculations interposed 
between the two parts of the sen- 


tence,

Continuing his statement, Mr. Ram- 


say said: 

“The increased production, however, 
has been in a large measure offset by 
increased consumption of wheat both 
as human and animal food the world 
over. Shipments from the major ex- 
porting countries from August Ist to 
the end of April were 705,000,000 
compared with 596,000,000 bushels 

uring the corresponding period last 
year, 

“Taking the four major exporting 
countries, allowing the decrease in 


the carry-over in Canada compared 
with the last year of 15,000,00 bushels, 
uminge the Australian and Argen- 
ti rry-over to be the same as | 
year, exports from these countries 
during the balance of the crop year 
will be 195,000,000 bushels compared 
with 179,000,000 last year. Thus the 
much talkec 
to an increase in the United States 
carry-over of some sixty million 
bushels which is partially offset by 
a decrease in the carry-over, 
“There is little prospect of world 
production of wheat this year reach- 
ing the 1928 level. However, even 
if it should the increased consump- 
tion which has developed this past 
year will in all probability provide 
a market, and at a profitable figure 
provided it is marketed in a sane way. 
There is no doubt that a reasonable 
price will be obtained for this year’s 
and succeeding crops as we are ad- 
equately financed and prepared to 
await the active demand, From a 
national standpoint the regrettable 
feature of the whole situation is that 
thousands of non-pool farmer holders 
were sold out on the break, This
